DEAD LAKE 


The oldest citizen of this community died here Sunday morning at one 
o'clock. Mrs. Susan E. Entrekin was born January 8, 1851, and had 
lived all of her life here, dying within half a mile of her birth- 
place. She had been a member of Red Hill Methodist Church for 
fifty-four years. Mrs. Entrekin was buried from the residence of 
her son, J.J. Fletcher, in the family burying ground. Three 
grandsons, Hugh, Roscoe and Russell Fletcher, and three grandsons-— 
in-law, Eugene Seaman, Walter Hammond, and John Nelson, Jr., acted 
as pall bearers. Rev. H.W. Van Hook, her pastor, conducted the 
religious services. Mrs. Entrekin is survived by her husband, 
J.B. Entrekin and one sister, Mrs. W.Y. Cain, besides a number of 
grandchildren, nieces and nephews. 


Mr. .d3B. Entrekin and Mrs. D.B. Carlisle are still seriously ill 
at their homes.
